Human writings which are well ſuited to a cor- 
rupt chriſtianity, and their dreſs adapted to the 
taſle of the times. have generally a conſiderable _ 3 
run, but in time even theſe wax old, like a moth- 
eaten garment, and grow out of date like a faſhivn 
of the age, but the word of God endureth for ever. 
The beſt of h man writings are very muddy when 
compared with the fountain, ar ſeriptures of truth, 
and ought to be read with care, and compared 
with the ſcriptures by all who love truth more 
than error, the word of ſaith more than 1 1 85 1 
and ſenſe more than ſound. _ 
Some people think that no hymns or forg 
ſnould bc uicd in Public worſhip, vu ie int 
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ſcriptures, and in the very words which the holy

and inviſible, tbe Alpha and Omega, witbout begin- 
ning of days or end of life; the ſame yefleriay to day. 
and forever ; the only wiſe Ge; the great God and 
our Saviour ; the true God and eternal life, This 
aj pears likewiſe further evident from the ſerip- 
tures, waking Jeſs Chriſt the objec ot faith and 
worſhip: for it divine revelation, propounds an 
objc&t of faith, or perſon to be believed on, and 


tratted in for ſalvation; that perſon mnſt either 
b. God, or every one who believes and obeys that 


ręvelation, neceſſarily be led into 1dolatry; for he 
who can iave, mult be able to forgive tins, give 
life from the dead, and deliver from every toe, 
which no created being has power to do; for no 
Man Can quicken his ouwn foubh God's 
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God's word declares that forgiveneſs of fins is 
inſeperably connected with faith in Jeſus Chriſt, 
without the deeds of the law, and that whoſoever - 
believeth in him, is paſſe1 from death unto life, 
and ſhall not come into condemnation, This faith 
is the gift of God, thro? the operation of the holy 
Ghoſt, altho' it be neither more nor leſs than the 
beliet of a divine teſtimony : for man by nature. 
is dead in fin his underſtanding is darkneſs itſelf, 
his mind enmity againſt God, and therefore as 
unable to perceive, or believe a divine goſpel teſ- 
timony, as to keep the holy law of God: for as 
it is written, zone ſeeł after God, ſo none underſtand 
the thi gs of the ſpirit of God, (gaſpel truths), 
becauſe they are to be ſyiritually diſcerned.) 

If faith be ſomething elſe than the belief of a 
divine teſtimony, we can have no juſt conceptions.

Sig ne ſubjection to any juriſdiction und er 
le aven, but owred Chriſt for their only head, 
waiting upon him in the ways of his own appoint- 
ing, and therein looking for his ſecond coming, 
Or api earing and kingdom, jealous of every an- 


tichriſtian error, which then began to work in the 


many little antichriſts of the time, who were fore- 
Turners of the ſon of perdition ; watching leſt 
any root of bitterneſs ſhould ariſe, to trouble and 
de ſiſe many. 

However frightful and diſagreeable church 
order ard diſcipline be to ſome, and however un- 
knou n or diſregarded by others, yet there cannot 
be a church of God without it, (according to ſerip- 


ture rule any more than a kingdom of this world 


witheut rule and government; for without it, this 
is anarchy, and that Babel, or confuſion. And 
as the Lord Jeſus has given us both command and 


example for this in his word, it will not be eaſy 


for the negiigent ſervant to give a ſolid anſwer to 
that awful queſtion before that great tribunal; 
© who then is that wiſe and faithful ſervant. ?? 
For hon ever we may flatter ourſelves by thinking 
that we can ſerve the Lord Jeſus better in a way of 


our own, which as we may think is more agreeable 


and betie: ſuited, to place, time, and circumttancez 
yet in the end, when we come to make up our 
accounts, it is certain that thoſe ſetvanis who 


have been ſtecring, or ſtriving to ſteer by the com. 


paſe 
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paſs of the word of God, will have more boldneſs 
in that day, than thoſe who have neglected a great 
part of the ſcriptures, in order to make a fair 
mew in the fl.h, or as they ignorantly think, 
to bring more honour to their maſter. The lawg 
of Jeſus Chviſt are unalterable, and like his king- 
dom, not of this world, but ſuited to a kingdom 
of Gad thro! every age country, and circumſtance. 
A viſible church (formed upon the ſcriptural 
plan) is the proper place for try ing the faith ofa 
chriſtian, as well as for growing in grace and
